Statement of "I 
Chief Returning Officer 

It is the responsibility of the Chief Returning Officer 
that the campaign and voting are "just and fair*. I have 
defined this term as it relates to speaking engagements at 
classes or at meetings called by the Students' Council as 
adequate notification to the candidates of the opportunity to 
speak at a specific time and place by the Chief Returning 
Officer. Adequate notification is in turn defined as the notice 
of such opportunity before publicity is given to the event. 
It is important to note that if proper procedures are followed 
all candidates need not be willing to participate for the event 
to take place, so long as they are given adequate notifica- 
tion, of the opportunity. 

However, yesterday The McGill Free Press notified 
campus of an open meeting of the Students'Society at which 
time "candidates for Editor-in-Chief of The McGill Daily 
will give short speeches and answer questions." 

This meeting was called without informing the Chief 
Returning Officer, who therefore could not give the candi- 
dates adequate notification. As a result, the normal situa- 
tion whereby 'opportunity to speak' would be sufficient 
criteria for an event to take place had to be voided and 
substituted by the criterion "willingness to speak" (under 
the publicized conditions without prior notification). 

Since unanimity was not forthcoming from the candi- 
dates, the meeting could not take place. The decision was 
based on equality and justice. 

The fault for the non-performance rested not with the 
candidates, the Chief Returning Officer nor the rules, but 
with those responsible for informing the Chief Returning Of- 
ficer of the scheduled meeting.

Senate

The recent changes in Uni- 
versity government were dis- 
cussed yesterday afternoon by 
representatives of the Admi- 
nistration and of Students' Coun- 
cil. Participating were Chan- 
cellor Howard Ross, Principal 
and Vice Chancellor H. Rocke 
Robertson, 9 Deans, the Students' 
Council executive and several 
Council members. 

The principal topic considered 
was that of qualifications for 
student Senators. The debate was 
opened by Vice-Principal Wink- 
ler when he pointed out that at 
its last meeting Council had de- 
cided that only Council and not 
Senate should decide how student 
representatives to Senate will 
be chosen. 

Law Dean Maxwell Cohen 
stressed the point that although 
Council could lose a certain 
amount of direct power with the 
Administration's suggested meth- 
od of selecting Senators, he was 
certain that this would be more 
than offset by other gains. He 
did not specify to what gains he 
was referring. 

The problem of Council losing 
contact with students on Senate 
continued to bother both Julius 
Grey, representative on Council 
from Arts and Science and Ian 
Hyman, External Vice-Presi- 
dent 

Grey pointed out that, while 
some staff belonged on Senate 
because of their own personal 
merits, students do not have these 
merits and they need to be res- 
ponsible to some body like the 
Students' Council. In reply Dean 
Woods said that the representa- 
tives would be responsible to 
their electors and that if the 
electors felt a change was ne- 
cessary they could indicate this 
in the next election. He also said 
that if Grey were referring to the 
necessarily short . tenure of any 
student representative this would 
be "opening up a can of worms 
which has wisely been set aside 
for the present." He indicated 
that were this question to come 
up the whole idea of having stu- 
dents sitting on Senate would 
have to be re-examined. 

The External Vice-President 
raised the possibility of student 
government becoming totally re- 
moved from, university govern- 
ment. Dr. Robertson felt confi- 
dent "that we can work out a 
satisfactory solution". But he 
still maintained that any body 
should have the final say on the 
people who will sit on it. 

Students' Society President 
Robert Hajaly announced that the 
specifics of Council's qualifica- 
tions for student Senators would 
be considered at today's Council 
meeting. One councillor asked

Dr. Robertson what qualifica- 
tions he personally would like 
to see. Dr. Robertson envisioned 
an ideal student Senator was one 
who had been at the University 
long enough to "know the score , 
who had formed knowledgeable 
views on matters concerning the 
University and who felt he had a 
full stake in the development of 
the University. He reiterated his 
stand that Senate should have the 
final say on qualifications. 

Dean Woods agreed with the 
Principal ("which isn't always 
the case") and used the example 
of the selection procedure for 
faculty representatives to Senate. 
Comparing the role of the Mc- 
Gill Association of University 
Teachers with that of the Stu- 
dents* Society, he said that al- 
though the MAUT had asked for 
an increase in the number of 
staff members on Senate it had 
accepted the right of Senate to 
make the ultimate decision on 
how Senators should be elected. 
"I suggest to you that it is 
desirable that the same kind of 
arrangement be made for stu- 
dent Senators". He pointed out 
that the experience of student 
self-government is quite diffe- 
rent from student participation 
in University government. He op- 
posed the idea of either MAUT or 
the Students' Council determin- 
ing who Senators would be. 
"Student Senators should re- 
present bodies of students." 

Peter Foster, Internal Vice- 
President used a personal exam- 
ple to indicate the unreasonable- 
ness of Senate's requirements 
for student Senators. Foster said 
that when he ran for Vice-Presi- 
dent last year one of his plat- 



form planks was that he would 
return to McGill only as a partial 
student during his tenure so he 
could better carry out the ad- 
ministrative duties of an exe- 
cutive member. He pointed out 
that although he, as Vice-Presi- 
dent, represents the student body 
as a whole that he could not re- 
present students on Senate be- 
cause of the proposed regula- 
tions which would bar part-time 
students from that body. 

Robert Hajaly also pointed out 
several differences between 
MAUT and the Students' Society. 
MAUT is a voluntary organiza- 
tion whereas Students' Society 
membership is compulsory for 
all students. He also said that 
the position of Faculty on Senate 
was somewhat different from that 
of students since faculty has an 
absolute majority, and therefore 
considerably more power than 
the eight students will have. He 
felt,- too, that procedures used 
to choose faculty need not be a 

E recèdent for those which will 
e used for student Senators. 
In answer to another question 
by Hajaly, Dean Woods of the 
Arts and Science Faculty con- 
firmed the fact that in general 
each committee of Senate would 
be responsible for deciding 
whether its meetings would be 
open or not. However, certain 
committees dealing with per- 
sonalities would, as general prac- 
tice, meet in camera unless de- 
cided otherwise. As examples he 
cited the committees on Hiring, 
Staff Relations, Nominating and 
Selection. 
Dean Woods went on to say

The question of future McGill 
Daily crises also came up during 
this afternoon's meeting of Ad- 
ministration, Faculty and Coun- 
cil. 

Under questioning from Stu- 
dents' Council Chairman Hajaly 
the Principal and Vice-Chancel- 
lor H. Rocke Robertson stated 
that much of the responsibility 
which the University had once 
felt for the Daily has now been 
shifted to the Students' Society 
by virtue of its recent incorpora- 
tion. However, Robertson did 
not rule out the possibility that 
the Administration might take 
action similar to that of last 
year if a new Daily crisis arose 
which could seriously damage the 
University. 

On the issue of classified re- 
search which, two years ago, 
was the cause of another Daily 



and campus crisis, Mark Wilson, 
former External Vice-President 
asked Dean Stanley Frost of 
Graduate Studies and Research 
if there was now any such re- 
search going on at McGill. Frost 
stated that there was none as far 
as his department was concern- 
ed. He said that all classified 
research had to have his formal 
approval before it could be ini- 
tiated and that during his time as 
Dean of the Faculty he had given 
no such approval. This is de- 
partment policy as laid down in 
the announcement of the Faculty. 

He clarified the point by saying 
that there is some industrial re- 
search done in which one compa- 
ny may have first access to the 
results and that some sociolo- 
gical findings are delayed be- 
cause of possible undesirable 
social consequences which 
might follow any disclosure.

if can't happen here 



The story sounds familiar, out and 
out violence on a university campus. 
This time it is in Mexico City, where 
some 15 people have been killed in the 
demonstrations which have plagued the 
capital city since early summer. 

In Mexico, as in France last spring, 
it is no longer the usual game of stu- 
dent versus administration - it has 
rapidly become a fight for survival. 

These students are fighting for their 
lives, and it remains to be seen how 
many of us would be willing to do the 
same, but even more important is 
their fight for the life of the university 
as well as its freedom. The University 
of Mexico is no longer an institution 
of learning: it is a veritable battle- 
ground. 

The University, like other South 
American schools, was traditionally 
free of government intervention. But 
after demonstrations last July 26 in- 



support of Castro's Cuban regime the 
government found it necessary to move 
in, resulting in a student strike in op- 

Kœition to "government repression", 
ow as the date for the opening of the 
Olympic Games approaches and they 
want to ensure that all is well and 
good for all the foreign visitors ex- 
pected, the government has found it 
necessary to move in the army, soup 
kitchens and all, to end that strike. 

A university should be a place to 
learn, and it should be a place where 
varying opinions can be expressed with- 
out fear of reprisals. The Mexican 
government seems to find this notion 
unfeasible when the ideas circulating 
around the campus do not coincide with 
their own, and thus they march in the 
troops. 

A dangerous thing is happening all 
over the world, governments are us- 
ing their military forces to put down 
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freedom of expression. It . says some- 
thing for student power when the Pres- 
ident of a Republic feels it necessary 
to send in the army to get students back 
to school, and it says even more for 
the students who continue to fight. 

Defending freedom of expression 
has long been the tradition of the Uni- 
versity, but until recently the acade- 
mic world has not had to take up arms. 
It seems to be redundant to say that 
the violence has to stop, but evidently 
President Diaz-Ordaz and the Mexican 
army don't think so.

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/More Mexicans killed 
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MEXICO CITY - Three more 
people were killed in gun battles 
here Monday (Sept 22), bringing 
total casualties in the last week 
to seven. 

Police attacked the Santo 
Tomas Vocational School with 
more than a thousand rounds of 
ammunition in response to sniper 
fire in the battle, most violent 
so far in the two month old Mexi- 
co rebellion. 

More than 400 cars of troop 
were sent Into the area after the 
skirmish had lasted over five 
hours. More than 1,000 arrests 
s reported. 

Nearby hospitals reported 52 
wounded, but many injured stu- 



dents were taken back into the 
school. 

Another group of 5,000 youths 
marched on a prison demanding 
release of two labor leaders 
who have been held since 1959 
on charges of subversion. They 
dispersed when student leaders 
told them to return with a plan 
of action. 

Students claim over 30 deaths 
have taken place since the revolt 
started in July. The Army, they 
say, has been burning the bodies. 
Both the army and the Govern- 
ment deny any deaths before the 
past week. 

Government officials said they 
knew nothing of rumours saying 
President Gustavo Diaz Ordaz 
intended to impose martial law on 
the country. 



Rector resigns

the National University here 
resigned Monday (Sept 23) charg- 
ing army occupation of the Uni- 
versity was a violation of its 
autonomy. 

Javier Barros Sierra also 
complained of a smear campain 
against him conducted by the i 
ing party, the Industrial, 
lution Party.

For about three years, students 
in the men's residences have 
sought some way to acquire meal 
privileges at University Centre 
in addition to Bishop Mountain 
Hall, their present dining area. 
Though a reform in this policy 
was an Issue in the platforms of 
several Internal vice-presidential 
candidates last year nothing had 
ever been done to resolve the 
situation.

that, although the free and easy 
discussion which now takes place 
in Senate and its committees 
would be lost because of public 
exposure, more would be gained 
in the way of trust and good faith 
by opening meetings. Dean Woods 
had been opposed to open meet- 
ings at the McGill Conference 
on Student Affairs last year but 
had come to change his mind 
during the course of conversa- 
tions and meetings he had with 
members of the Arts and Science 
Undergraduate Society Executive. 

Stanley Frost, Dean of Gradua- 
te Studies and Research and 
Chairman of the Libraries Com- 
mittee of Senate, backed up Dean 
Woods on this point. Although he 
felt the work of his committee 
would be easier outside the gold- 
fish-bowl atmosphere of an open 
meeting he said that closing the 
meetings was not worth the price 
of curiosity and bad faith which 
would inevitably be aroused. 

Dean Cohen, taking the side of 
the Administration, said that no 
one was trying to force regula- 
tions down students' throats but 
that there was an effort to evolve 
a common process of choosing 
Senators - some generalized 
electoral process. "It's not a 
matter of forcing but a matter of 
understanding." 

At one point Hajaly question- 
ed the spirit in which the reforms 
are being carried out He quoted 
an article in the first issue of 
the official Administration pa- 
per, the Phoenix (now the Re- 
porter) in which he claimed 
Vice-Principal Oliver said that 
if the reforms were not made 
in the near future there, would 
be student trouble. Dean Oliver 
rejected the idea that the Admi- 
nistration had acted for cynical 
reasons. Instead, he said, there 
is a complex of reasons for the 
new reforms including the strong 
desire of students for them. "We 
weren't dragged to the reforms 
kicking andH screaming. We 
understand the realities of the 
modern world."
